How to Obtain A Heed to Tax-Hair 


Purchased Heal Estate. 


County Clerk Smith, of Perry 


county, furnishes to the Pickney- 
ville 'Democrat,' a synoposis of the 
law regulating the purchase of lands 
and lots at delinquent tax sales: 


1. Every person in actual posses 


sion or occupancy must be served 
with a written or printed notico, at 
least three months pnor to expira- 
tion of two years from the date of 
sale. 


2. The person in whose name as- 


sessed, if he can be found in the 
county, must be similarly notified. 


3. The owner or parties interested, 


if to be found in the county, must be 
similarly served. 


4. If the owner cannot bo found in 


the county, and the premises are oc- 
cupied by a tenant holding under 
the owner, a notice to such tenant or 
occupant is a notice to the owner. 


5. If the property is unoccupied, 


and the person in whose name it is 
assessed, or the owner or party in- 
terested in the laud, cannot be found 
in the couttp, the first insertion 
being not less than five months prior 
to the expiration of two years from 
the day of sale. 


6. If the owner or person interested 


Trco Culture in CaliCor 


[San Francisco Chronicle ] 


Eight years ago an emigrant from an 


eastern State arrived iu one of the bay 
counties with his family and a capital of 
$75. 
He had some knowledge of horti- 


culture, and was a good practical gar- 
dener. A capitalist, who was the owner 
of some comparatively useless land, con- 
tracted with this emigrant for planting 
and tending forty acres of this land iu 
Australian gums or eucalyptua. 


The breaking, fencing, planting and 


labor on the land cost the owner $3,600. 
At the end of the first year he had 32, 
000 thrifty trees, and the second yeai 
he set out the ahade_d ground in pasture, 
which retained its verdure nearly 
throughout the entire twelve months, 
showing a denser growth from year to 
year. At the beginning of the third year 
he utilized this pasture for dairy cows, 
and found it strong enough to support 
two cows to the acre. He estimated its 
value for this use at $4 per month per 
acre for eight months out of twelve, or 
$32 per year per acre. The total yearly 
profit from this source was $1,280. 


At the end of the eighth year he was 


offered in cash by the keepers of a wood 
yard thirty cents apiece for his trees, 
or $250 per acre, the purchaser to pay all 
the cost of cutting and removing the 
timber. The total value was $9,600, but 
in the meantime the owner of the land 
had had five years' use of the pasture, 
which by his own close estimate, was 
worth to him $6,000. 
This makes the 


grand total of gross earnings in eight 
years $15,600. From this must be de- 
ducted $3,600 paid out for the nursery 
plants, fencing, etc., and an expense of 
$500 for water for irrigation during the 
first two years, leaving a net income of 
$11,500, or $287,50 per acre for the eight 
years, or $36 per acre for one year.

come from in the first place. It's mostly 
women that give 'em to us. You see 
when a man gets hold of a bad half dol- 
lar he don't feel just like passing it oft 
himself, so he just gives it to his wife and 
don't say anything about it. And even 
if she does know the piece is bad, it doesn't 
make a mite of difference. A woman, 
young man, is one of the queerest things 
in the world — one of the quee-e-e-rest 
things in tbe world.

Pa«te Diamond*. 
[Providence Journal.] 


When imitation diamonds were intro- 


duced, it was found that to cut glass just 
like a diamond did not produce the spar- 
kle characteristic of the diamond; there- 
fore to secure this the flat surface of the 
top of the diamond was made pyramidal 
on the imitation, and, of course ended 
in a point. By certain lava of light this 
pyramidal J surmounting oi' the glass 
provided for the required distribution of 
ray surface to produce the diamond 
sparkle, or something akin to it. 
A 


real diamond is never cut with the 
pointed apex, and hence it was possible 
always to distinguish the real from the 
spurious. 


But after a while the buying public 


learned this little circumstance abou 
the cutting process, and other means 
were resorted to. The glass was cut pre- 
cisely like the diamond, and the sparkk 
was given to or provided for it by a coat 
ing of white foil applied to the lower 
side of the glass. The Betting of many 
diamonds is arranged in such a way thai 
the buyer may see the under side of the 
gem. This was overcome by arranging the 
setting so as to prevent inspection of this 
kind, which could not be done unless the 
stone was dismounted, if we may use 
that term. 


With these facts known to the buyer 


of diamonds he need not be deceived, 
except in the latter case, where tbe set- 
.ing hides the under surface, and if he 
has any doubt about that he can let it 
ilone. 


But the object of imitation diamonds 


9 not to deceive buyers; if it was they 
could not be offered for two dollars. No, 
one, however deficient in the diamond 
criticism, need be deceived hi buying 
diamonds. No dealer of any repute ever 
attemps to sell imitation for real dia- 
monds. No reputable man ever thought 
of it.

There are very few 
lersons who buy trinkets who do not test 
heir wares at other than the buying 
ilace, particularly if the gem is a costly 
ue, and it is certain that no one was 
ver presented with jewelry of presum- 
ble worth who did not net out at once to 
earn its purity and value, and very dis- 
ppointing it has doubtless been to find iu 
ome cases that the gold or diamond was 
nly brass or glass.
